Splendid Work. 

The splendid work which Mr. Man- 
ning has accomplished as the head of the 
Treasury Department is being revealed 
now that the end of the fiscal year has 
been reached.

The actual decrease was $44,612,286, but 
at the same time the cash in the Treas- 
ury was increased $51,485,479. The gold 
in the vaults has increased $36,494,853. 
During the sixteen months of the Cleve- 
land administration the debt has been re- 
duced $116,575,430, and thisnotwithstand 
ing the hard times. Mr. Manning found 
a net balance of 18,784,660, and now 
there is a balance of $5,191,109. No Re- 
publican administration of the Treasury 
Department can begin to compare with 
this of Mr. Manning. The debt has been 
reduced, the balance increased, and the 
alleged danger from an over-coinage of 
silver dollars has been averted. We 
commend these interesting figures to the 
consideration of our Republican cotei 
1> mriex.

A 6*RIOUS CATA8TROPHE AMONG 
MINERS AND THEIR FAMILII8. 



Ov.t Fifty I'eopU Poisoned by Drinking 
Water Supposed to b* Impregnated with 
hkMM Sewerage — Tha Head and 
Dying—The Water to ba Analysed. 

POTTWOWM, Pa., July ». -The extent of 
In* catastroph* here among the miner* and 
their families, who have drank of the water* 
of the springs supposed to have twen iiuprng - 
Dated with poisonous sewerage, it causing 
great excitement In the locality. Between 
fifty and sixty people are suffering In various 
stages of poiaonlnga, several of them being in 
u critical condition and almost beyond raedi- 
cal aid. Two have already died. The af- 
fected people live along Fox and Rattlesnake 
hills, the whole population being supplied 
with water from the springs. The poisonous 
character of the supposed foul spring was 
first brought to light yesterday, when tifLy 
people were suddenly taken 111 from drink- 
ing it 

The physicians who examined several of 
the worst sufferers round them complaining 
of pains in the back, bead and bowels, with 
vomiting ami loss of appetite, and in several 
cases symptoms of typhoid fever. Krider 
Manger, a yoving man seventeen years old, 
was the first victim. He was a son of the 
late Jacob B. Mauger, and resided with his 
stepfather, James M. Engle, in Salts Grove 
township. He was one of Or. H. Ecks' pa- 
tients, and was taken §tek about the same 
time a* tlie others. He began bleed iug at the 
nose, and all efforts to check it proved un- 
availing, aud death ensued about 7 o'clock 
this morning. August Trace, Fred Trace 
and Charles Trace, sons of Nathan Trace, 
of Rattlesnake H1U, are in a critical condi- 
tion, as is also Jeremiah Trayer. Edward 
Harts, ono of the victims, is reported dead. 

The cause of the trouble was traced to a 
spring supposed to have been poisoned by an 
overflow of sewerage.
